SEVEN COAL DOCKS BURNED 


AT JERSEY CITY 


Disastrous Blaze Started on 


Barge 


LYING

The Flames Were Communicated. 


Building 
Five

to 


New York, May 00.—Seven freight 


and coal piers of the Delav.-arc, Lacka 
wanna and Western railroad in Jersey 
City were destroyed by fire that start 
ed in Pier 12, on which a lot of barrel 
of oil were stored. The flames spread 
rapidly. Pier 12 was SCO feet lone, 
and was soon ablaze its entire length 
and the firemen who were trying to 
fight the lire from the shore were able 
to accomplish but little. 


The flames swept across to Pier 11 


and beyond, being finally checked at 
Pier 5,-which is a new coal trestle 
steel-framed and ironclad. Here the 
firemen and fireboats made a desper 
ate stand and stayed the advance of 
the fire until the burning piers crum 
bled and fell into the water. Although 
there was but little wind, sparks fell 
all along the water front for the bettei 
part of a mile, endangering the Lack- 
awanna 
depot and even the 
Ham- 


burg-American • line and Bremen line 
piers, where the firemen were 'kept 
busy playing streams of water upon 
the buildings and over the ships at 
their docks. ; - 
—• — 


The building of the Hoboken Coke 


company, five blocks from the main 
fire, was set ablaze by burning brands 
but the firemen responded quickly and 
the building was but slightly damaged. 
A number of canal boats and several 
tugs were burned, the loss of small 
boats being variously estimated at 
from 30 to 200. The number of freight 
cars burned is not known, but on this 
class of rolling stock and on coal cars 
the loss will lie heavy. 


During the fire the Lackawanna 


moved its passenger coaches from its 
yards out to the Meadows, and one 
train of a dozen boxcars was hauled 
out of the burning pier and 
saved. 


Piers 11 and 12 were full of general 
merchandise. Piers 7. S, 9 and 10 
were used for coal ,and Pier C was a 
grain loading pier. The loss is esti- 
mated at" $1,000,000., 


It has been learned that the fire did 


not start on Pier 12, as was at first 
supposed, but on the barge Allen 0- 
Churchill, which lay alongside 
the 


pier. 
Only four persons received in- 


juries' that required them to be taken 
to the hospitals, and none of these 
was seriously hurt.

His troubles of later years dated, it is 
said, from overdraughts on his sys- 
tem, due to heavy eating, smoking and 
the great nervous strain which he un- 
derwent. 
He celebrated his 
seven- 


tieth birthday at Beaver last fall. 


Senator Quay was born in Dillsburg. 


York county, Pa., in 1S3S, graduated 
at Jefferson college in 18-30, and was 
admitted to the bar in 1S5-1. He was 
military secretary to the governor of 
Pennsylvania from 18G1 to 1805, and 
was a member of the 
legislature in 


1863; secretary of the commonwealth 
from 1S72 to 1878, and from 1879 to 
1882; was elected state treasurer in 
1SS5. He was chairman of the Penn- 
sylvania state Republican 
committee 


in 1S78 and '1903. 
In July, 1888, he 


was elected chairman of the Republi- 
can national committee, and bore the 
brunt of the fight which resulted in 
the election of Benjamin Harrison. 


Mr. Quay was elected to ihe Unitec 


States senate in 1887. . In 1899 he was 
defeated for-re-election by a dead-loci 
in the legislature, but was appointei 
United States senator by the govor 
nor. 
His appointment, however, waf 


rejected by the senate, but he was re 
elected senator in 1901.

ELECTRIC LIGHT BULBS. 


The Ifroeens by Which tW Miniature 


Oiic-H Arc prodiK'^d. 


The proc-t'SR of making the miniature 


elfH-trie light bulbs tt'.tt are used in 
sucli profusion for dt'»r:itive and ad- 
vertislnj; purposes is one requiring n 
great deal of manual ^kill, or, rather, 
skill both of the hand and mouth, for 
thf-y are blown by mouth from glass 
tubes whic-h are hnpor-"d specially for 
the purpose. The larL-<' bulbs uswl for 
ordimiry ligliting purjcjscs are made 
by machinery. 


The first process is blowing the bulb. 


The <_"jd of the glass tube is softened 
In a g:is flame and cl'^'d, and then a 
'.-pot in the center of the tube is held 
in the.' flame until it becomes soft

he Russians have done—is a new 
ihase of warfaie against which the 
whole world will protest in no uncer- 
aiii terms. 
The greatest immediate danger to 


3hipping from mines or toipedoes set 
afloat in Pet-hill btrait, between Port 
Arthur and Weihaiwei. would be in the 
;ulf of Pechili, the Yellow sea and the 
ea of Japan between Japan and the 
mainland. The summer muiisoons are 
low blowing from the sea to the land, 
the prevailing direction being Irom 
.outhea&t to northwest. 
Objects bet 


illoat at this season near the entrain e 
to the gulf of Pechili are likely to drift 
an} where through the gulf across the 
routes of the thousands of Chinese 
luuks which ply in those -waters. No 
vessels bound for C'hefu, Taku, the 
port of Tientsin or Newchwung would 


exempt from danger if any driftage 


is of a dangerous character. 


Another influence is in operation 


\vhich would bring danger to the ship- 
ping movement in the Yellow sea and 
:he Japan sea. A branch of the great 
Kurosiwo 
current 
runs 
westward 


across the Yellow sea to Pechili btrait, 
just south of Port Arthur. 
Here the 


current bends around, skirts the south- 
ern coast of Korea and then runs up 
the Japan sea into the Okhotsk sea, 
skirting half of the east side of Sak- 
halin island. 
Explosives set afloat 


near Port Arthur at any season of the 
year might easily reach all these coasts; 
which have been the scene of all the 
movements of the war fleets, includ- 
ing the Vladivostok squadron. 


What might happen next winter? 


The fierce winter monsoon blowing oil 
the land carries much debris from Ja- 
pan and southeast China to the Phil- 
ippine Islands and all other parts of 
the eastern island world from Formo- 
sa to Borneo. Drifting exploshes in 
good condition set afloat in the neigh- 
borhood of Port Arthur, might, for all j 
we know, bring the same dangers to 
shipping in the East Indies archipela- 
go that now seem to threaten life and 
property in the more northern waters. 
Torpedoes would be just as likely to 
be carried into the channels among the 
Philippine Islands as the Asian debris 
that now floats in them or is dashed 
against the shore. 


Kut the danger might travel farther. 


Any floating object from these Asian 
coasts may not hug the shore closely 
enough to avoid being swept into the 
great main stream of the Kurosiwo, 
the wide ocean river that sweeps in a 
vast carve across the north Pacific. 
The great circle steaming route fol- 
lowed by some of the steamships be- 
tween American Pacific ports and Ja- 
pan dip into the southern edge of this 
stream. Although the Kurosiwo grad- 
ually loses the character of a current, 
it sets slowly along the coasts of Brit- 
ish North America, the United States 
and Lower California, ultimately re- 
joining the equatorial current. 
The 


branch that sweeps southward along 
our coasts is known as the California 
current The northward branch wash- 
es the shores of our Alaskan islands. 


If explosives get into the 
main 


stream of the Kurosiwo, who is able 
to say thfit coastal steamers between 
Alaska and Panama, that deep sea ves- 
sels along the northern route between 
the American Pacific and Asia, will 
not be liable to meet terrible disas- 
ter? A few illustrations of ocean cur- 
rents and winds as carrying agents 
may help us to answer this question. 


Rcchis tells of a Japanese junk that 


in 1S32 -was carried by a typhoon into 
the Kurosiwo curreut. 
Four of the 


nine poor fishermen on board lived to 
tell the tale. They l-arely kept life iu 
their bodies with the aid of rainwater 
and fish until after drifting for ten 
months they weie cp.st ashore on the 
coast of Oahu, in the Hawaiian Islands. 
In the wind drift east of the Kurosi- 
wo current their craft had been car- 
ried to the southeast till they i cached 
this northeastern group of Polynesia. 


Kot/.ebue gives specific instances of 


Japanese and Chinese seafarers whose 
junks were blown away from their na- 
tive shores, the mariners actually liv- 
ing to reach the American coast, hav- 
ing drifted across the north Pacific into 
the Kurosiwo current and the west 
wind drift. 


The list of authenticated cases pre- 


pared by the late Professor Quatre- 
fatrcs and Otto Sitting of island boat- 
men -\\iio have been in voluntary <ar- 
ried by currents and winds from one 
island to another of the Pacific would 
till several newspaper columns. Not 
a few of those involuntary journey 
have extended from O<HJ to over 1,0<X> 
miles. 


If we turn to any other of the oceans 


we also find a large amount of con- 
clusive testimony ns to the trreat dis- 
tances to which currents and winds 
carry floating objects. 
A number of 


objects, for example, identified as be- 
longing to the .Teannette expoditior 
were borne on the sea ice some :>.(«" 
miles and finally cast upon the south- 
west coast of Greenland. 


In the course of throe years Princ» 


Albert of Monaco launched about l.nufl 
thick glass floats upon the mid-Atlantic 


of earth, roots and verdure, with an 
estimated area of one-third of an acre, 
was seen in the Atlantic a little north 
of the Bermudas. 
It had evidently 


traveled fiom tropical America and 
had probably issued from the Orinoco 
or the Amazon rh er. 
O'u Aug. -(>, 


when it was next lighted, it was north 
of th<- latitude of Boston and was ap- 
proacbing the Grand banks in the track 
of transatlantic travel. 
A little over 


two weeks later, on Sept. 13 and 14, 
two more vessels came across the wan- 
derer. There was a heavy «sea, and the 
traveler from the tropics was having a 
hard time of it. It was seen airain on 
Sept. 1!), and was then northwest of 
the A/ores and almost in midoeean. It 
was probably demolished soon after- 
ward by the violence of the waves. 
From the first to the last reports this 
waif from tropical America certainly 
traveled l.OT.'i miles, and its- total jour- 
ney may have been at least twice that 


Enough has been told here of the 


drift of objects lloating on the sea to 
show that any nation which turns ex- 
plosives loose in the ocean should be 
held responsible by the civilized world 
for an act of folly and wicked reckless- 
ness that is likely to cause disaster 
thousands of miles away.

CHARITIES IN JAPAN. 


Efficient Cure Tuken of Adults and 


Small Chililreu. 


The greatest development of Japan in 


charity has been in the institutional 
care of able bodied adults and of de- 
pendent children, says Charities. Prog- 
ress in the care of the loriner dates 
back to 1S08, when a commission 
was appointed to consider the problem 
in all its bearings. This commission 
recommended, 
first, 
the 
erection, 


through funds furnished by the state, 
of workshops in which the indigent 
poor of Tokyo could be put at work 
and their earnings applied to their sup- 
port; second, to supplement these work- 
shops, or until they could be erected, 
by the establishment of agencies for 
furnishing drivers of vehicles, mowers 
of lawns, etc., men with simple occu- 
pations, the employee to remain undei 
control of the agencies and his earnings. 
to be applied to his support, and. third 
the support under sanitary conditions 
of the aged, the cripples and those in- 
capable of any form of labor, and the 
rearing -of their children at public ex- 
pense and under public oversight. As 
a re-suit of this plan it is not unusua 
to find that workshop inmates such as 
the blind, the paralytic, the iniirm, tin 
high or middle grade idiots and persons 
AVho have lost one or more limbs be 
come well trained in some particular 
task and acquire a degree of skill tha 
enables them to earn moie than is 
necessary for their support. 


In the children's institutions boys 


over seven are placed largely in tin 
bands of older boys, more experience! 
and more serious companions. Yonm, 
girls go to school carrj ing upon the: 
backs infants that have been intrusteu 
to them so as to lighten the tasks o 
the regular attendants. The attendants 
are fourfold, those watching over th 
child's clothing, the food, the clean!! 
ness of person and the physical train 
ing. 
In the training of iustitutiona 


children a kindly demeanor is require! 
on the part of the attendants, and it 
every way there is encouragement o 
the effort to provide a mother's tendei 
ness and sympathy.

irofusion a fibrous sponge that is emi- 
nently useful for bathing as well as 
for scouring pans and kettles. Imagine 
picking dishrags in one's garden just 
as one would pick blackberries, or im- 
agine having vines all laden with dibh- 
rass clambering over one's kitchen 
windows so that all one need to do is 
to stretch out an arm and pull one in. 
Such an arrangement would be much 
easier- than going to the ragbag or buy- 
ing disbrags at stores. 


These curious vegetables assume the 


form and appearance of cucumbers and 
hang on the vines until their "green 
coats become brown and dry like 
parchment. 
At tins stage they are 


ready to harvest. After they are pick- 
ed the brown coat is removed and an 
extremely strong and compact fibrous 
sponge is revealed. Through the cen- 
ter of this sponge, in three lengthwise 
compartments, are many black seeds, 
which shake out easily. In the Pasa- 
dena garden these sponges have aver- 
aged eight inches in length.

From time immemorial the bathtub 


has been an honorable institution in 
Japan, says Modern Society. Instead 
of a cold dip in the morning the Japs 
take their baths hot in the afternoon 
at about 5 o'clock, and, beginning at 
100 degrees, the tendency is to raise 
the temperature as one becomes accli- 
mated, so to speak. One traveler tells 
of the Kawarayu bathers, who stay in 
the tub for several weeks at a time 
with stones in their laps to keep their 
bodies from floating while they are 
asleep. 


The usual thing is to have the tub on 


the lawn with a charcoal fire beneath 
it, so that one can get into the water 
at SO degrees and sit in it until it 
reaches 100 degrees. At this point a 
"griflin," which is to say a newchnm. 
a greenhorn or a tenderfoot, usually 
has" to get out. for it becomes literally 
too hot for him. r.ut after a year or 
two of practice he can manage 115 or 
120 degrees. The Japs themselves can 
enjoy a bath even at 128 degrees.

at home day and accepted the offer of 
a bath on the lawn. He got in when 
the •water was tepid and enjoyed it im- 
mensely up to ninety something. Just 
as he was thinking of getting out his 
friend's wife and daughter put in an 
appearance and began to wash rice at 
a well near by. Xow, the regulation 
bathing dress of Japan is like a foot- 
less stocking without a leg or a bung- 
hole without a barrel round it. and our 
traveler hadn't it with him at the time.

BREASTPLATE FOR RUSSIANS 


Officers Arc to Be Equipped With an 


Italian Safety l)e> ice. 


The Russian government has bought 


a new breastplate «Inch is impene- 
trable to rifle bullets aud swords, and 
a number of the officers going to the 
front in the far east will be equipped 
with this new protection against Jap- 
anese bullets, says a special cable dis- 
patch from St. Petersburg to the New 
York American, The breastplate, which 
is an invention of an Italian, Giorgia- 
mo, is made of soft, elastic material 
about one-fourth of an inch thick and 
weighs four pounds. 


Experiments made at St. Petersburg 


show that bullets fired at the breast- 
plate remained in it'and wei 
ttened 


without penetrating or denting the in- 
ner surface, though a severe shock 
was distinctly felt by the wearer when 
shots were fired at short distance.

trip from Atlanta to the sea which is 
celebrated in the popular war song. 
This time forty years ago the army 
was on the northern slope of Pine 
mountain toiling to break through the 
passes held by General Joseph E. 
Johnston's Confederates and covered j 
by his guns. Beyond Pine mountain 
lay bold Kenesaw, through which the 
railway passed leading to Atlanta. 


Tlie actions fought during this stage 


of Sherman's march were less san- 
guinary than those taking place in 
the same period on eastern battle- 
fields, but the National cemetery at 
Marietta, on the southern slopes of 
Konesaw, holds the ashes of W.OOU 
Federal soldiers who fell from tlie 
bullets or disease. Kenesaw and the 
lessor mountains around it held Slier- 
man's army a month. On the 27th of 
June the heights were stormed, with a 
loss of 2,r>00 Federal assailants. 


The operations in front of Konesaw 


mountain were attended with one of 
those peculiar war tragedies which 
cany regret to foes as well as sorrow 
to friends. 
After Sherman had push- 


ed his right and left wings respective- 
ly beyond tho line of Pino mountain it 
became a question with the Confed- 
erate commander whether he should 


heaviest, recalling the stone wall at 
Fredericksburg. Newt'in's. division led 
Thomas' attack, and that of Jeff C. 
Davis followed, making a column sev- 
en lines deep. 


The two divisions of Newton and 


Davis were exposed to the Ore of 
two Confederate divisions of infantry 
and thirty-two field guns for :two 
hours. In phi cos the assailants reached 
the parapets, where many fell, and 
some even crossed tin.' trenches and 
were killed there. The Confederates 
stated that they counted a thousand 
dead boys in blue in the line closest to 
their works. This assault was a bloody 
failure, but that was not because of 
want of valor in the troops. Finding 
themselves in danger of annihilation, 
yet scorning retreat, they clung to the 
slight ridges under the enemy's guns. 
The brigade of General Daniel Mc- 
Cook built a little parapet within sev- 
enty-five feet of the works. General 
McCook was mortally wounded, and 
his second in command. Colonel O. F. 
Harmon, also fell. 
McCook seemed 


to have a premonition of the carnage 
to come, for before tlie assault he re- 
cited to Ins men the lines from "Hora- 
tius at the Bridge," beginning: 


Oh, hou- can men die better than facing 


fearful odds
